DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgement of amendment dated March 20, 2008 is made. Claim 7 has 
been cancelled. Claims 1-6 and 8 remain pending. 

Drawings 

2. The objection to the drawings in the office action dated December 26, 2007 is 
withdrawn in view of the amendments to the specification by Applicant on March 20, 
2008. 

Specification 

3. The objection to the abstract is withdrawn in view of the amendment to the 
abstract by Applicant on March 20, 2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The rejections of claims 1 -6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) in view of US Patent 
3,785,412 to Stone are withdrawn. Stone does not disclose a beverage dispenser 
comprising a housing with a taking-in/out space, a plurality of nozzles above said space, 
and a nozzle cover. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-6 and 8 are allowed. 
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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose nor render obvious a beverage dispenser including a plurality of 
nozzles, obstacle detection means for detecting an obstacle around the plurality of 
nozzles, alarm means for issuing an alarm when an obstacle is detected, and a nozzle 
cover for covering the plurality of nozzles and the obstacle detection means. US Patent 
5,074,341 to Credle et al. discloses a beverage dispenser having a housing with a 
taking-in/out space, a plurality of nozzles above said space and a nozzle cover, but 
does not include obstacle detection means for detecting an obstacle around the plurality 
of nozzles, and alarm means for issuing an alarm when an obstacle is detected.
